In the Daily Service 
it was, “Ku Klux Klan Takes to 
the Road.”’ The first paragraph be- 
gan: ‘‘The militant anti-Negro Ku 
Klux Klan took to the road in Cobb 


County, Georgia, last night (March d 


20) in 100 cars in agitation to per- 
suade shopkeepers and business- 
men to display segregation labels 
in their windows ... the robed 
men carried KKK signs and Con- 
federate Southern flags on their 
cars.”’ 


Every day, in every major lan- 
guage spoken around the world, 
news of the United States is caf- 
ried by radio and wire to the re- 
motest areas of earth. We are 
the leader of the Western world. 
We are the great Christian nation. 
We are one of the two mightiest 
military powers. We cannot escape 
a position of leadership and of 
providing example. 


A great many persons do not 
understand that the Cobb County 
story, and others like it, every 
day are printed and spoken on 
the air in Africa, Asia, South 
America and Europe. The Com- 
munists comb our news for propa- 
ganda use in those nations where 
friendship for us remains and 
where we have representatives 
seeking to interpret the real heart 
and faith of this nation. Commu- 
nism has no greater helpers, for 
example, than the KKK in its ac- 
tivities such as published in Ni- 
geria. Moscow simply could not 
find an agent who could create 
such incidents for Communist pro- 
paganda. 


The least we can do, as a peo- 
ple, is to think on these things. 


The Communists, in their propa- 
ganda, make frequent use of our 
pledge to the flag—which is a part 
of all civic club, school, and 
other organization meetings.

They then pub- 
lish some act of racial discrimi- 
nation, a KKK or Citizens Coun- 
cil intimidation or threat, or some

—‘‘for all.” 


France’s great picture maga- 
zine ‘‘Match’ recently had two 
full-page pictures. One showed a 
colored man scrubbing the great 
memorial statue of Lincoln in 
Washington, D.C. The second page 
was a picture of the civil rights 
filibuster. The filibuster was de- 
scribed as “a comedy play” 
against colored people’s voting 
rights.

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Our Jury System 
Is Dealt a Blow 


Charlton County’s grand jury has done 
the vital grand jury system a grave dis- 
service. The group reported evidence that 
the sheriff and ordinary had operated a 
speed trap for personal gain but then 
in a most unusual manner failed to in- 
dict. 


Judge Cecil Roddenberry is quoted as 
saying he had never in his life “heard of 
anything like it” and that it caught him 
“like a bolt out of the sky.” 

The judge received a true bill. But 
members of the jury then began stand- 
ing up and asked to be recorded as vot- 
ing against it. Finally only 11 were left 
to support the action. This nullified it. 
The 11 jurors remaining insisted, how- 
ever, that a true bill had been voted. 

In its presentments the jury roundly 
criticized the sheriff and ordinary and 
declared that despite inadequate records 
there was misuse of some $1,020. Despite 
this and other findings of irregularities 
in records, the jury staged the unusual 
demonstration in court in refusing to in- 
dict. 

Here we have an example of why 
county courthouse political organizations 
have in general acquired a bad rep- 
utation. In many instances they can exert 
coercion and impose fear of economic re- 
prisals. Whether this figured in the Charl- 
ton story we do not know. But what hap- 
pened has dealt a blow to the grand jury 
system and made it suspect. 

We have no doubt the same jury has 
indicted persons for small violations of 
law. Their own presentments would in- 
dicate they found evidence of larger vio- 
lations in the speed trap cases. Failure 
to.indict leaves a big question mark.

Atlanta School Board 
Made Logical Choice 


Dr. John Letson, Alabama-born South- 
ern - educated - trained-and-experienced, 
has been unanimously elected superin- 
tendent of Atlanta schools. He will re- 
place Miss Ira Jarrell who retires June 
30. 

The board wisely went outside, to 
Chattanooga in this instance, for its new 
superintendent. There were, of course, 
able persons in Atlanta. But as Georgia 
Tech and Emory University, for example, 
recently went outside their own ranks 
to obtain presidents, so have many mu- 
nicipal school boards in selecting superin- 
tendents. 

There is an excellent reason for this. 
Since schools are operated by human 
beings, factions grow. This is particu- 
larly true in administrations where there 
has been long tenure of office. 

Miss Jarrell has been head of Atlanta 
schools for a generation. The lines had 
been drawn hard and fast with regard 
to Miss Jarrell’s policies. Teachers felt 
that she “had her pets.” Undoubtedly she 
did. She is human and this is a human 
frailty. Teacher morale was low. 

It is to the credit of the Atlanta 
teachers they are unanimous in praising 
the many fine things done by Miss Jar- 
rell. But there was a feeling there has 
grown up around her a hierarchy of in- 
fluence whose weaknesses and errors she 
was blind to—out of loyalty. This was 
true of Harry S. Truman, for example. 
And of Franklin D. Roosevelt—who had 
been long in office. 

Situations such as these almost al- 
ways require that a board go outside— 
whether it be a college or city selection. 
It is not a reflection on local people. It 
is the acceptance of an inevitable situa- 
tion. 

Dr. Letson comes well-equipped. He 
has proved his administrative worth. He is 
a past president of Rotary. He is a Meth- 
odist steward and teaches a Sunday school 
class. He has worked well in all civic 
programs of Chattanooga. 

We are sure the Atlanta system, which 
faces some testing days, will be stronger 
because of his election. We join in the 
unanimous welcome symbolized by the 
board’s unanimous vote.

Police Helicopter Plan 
Deserves F ull Study 


Would a helicopter assist Atlanta traf- 
fic experts in expediting the flow of traf- 
fic and in preventing accidents and 
deaths? 

‘The answer is yes. New York, Los 
Angeles and other large cities have dem- 
onstrated the worth of such machines. 
It will be a good thing for Atlanta to 
have a study made of costs and results 
which may be obtained. Our traffic prob- 
lem will worsen with the years because 
our expressway system is already too 
emall. | 


‘The future will require more supervi- 


sion and a panoramic view will help. 
Radio would facilitate dispatch of traffic 
officers to points of snarl and wrecks. 


But let us all recognize that this—like 
all other forward steps—will cost money. 
We have seen crime reduced by 17 per 
cent in recent months by progressive 
moves which also cost money. They have 
proved worth the price. 


By all means let us investigate the 
helicopter plan. That, at least, costs little. 
Not until we have a study can we make 
a decision.

Business Challenged 
On Urban Development 


Success of private development corpo- 
rations in clearing slums and repairing 
rundown homes in other cities has 
prompted Atlanta businessmen to begin 
looking into such possibilities here. 


There is a very definite place for such 
activity and businessmen themselves 
have a major stake in promoting hous- 
ing for lower and middle income 
groups. There is a grave shortage of such 
housing and the community is suffering 
as a result. 


The proposed revolving loan fund of 
$1,500,000 to be supplied by local capital 
may appear small. But the experience of 
such cities as Pittsburgh and Cleveland 
proves that even a small amount pro- 
vides incentive and encouragement to re- 
development and prevention of decay. 


Atlanta’s government-sponsored ur- 
ban renewal program is beginning to get 
off the ground. But private interests can 
and should supplement a coordinated ef- 
fort at rebuilding and rehabilitation. Cur- 
rent programs are only a beginning of 
what must become a constant war against 
blight. 


Businessmen in Pittsburgh and Cleve- 
land banded together several years ago 
to carry out cooperative programs to pre- 
vent further decline of downtown prop- 
erty. Their reasoning was sound. Deteri- 
oration affects all business and blight eats 
away at all community values. 


The challenge is here and there’s a big 
job to be done. Moves to set up a com- 
munity development fund deserve full 
cooperation and support. 
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New Probe of Rackets 
Should Get Firm Action 


Broad investigative powers vested in 
Sen. McClellan’s defunct rackets com- 
mittee have been transferred to his gov- 
ernment operations committee. 


The action, approved by the Senate, 
makes possible further probing into 
abuses in the labor-management field. It 
also should prove helpful in spotting vio- 
lations of the Griffin-Landrum bill which 
Congress passed last year. 


The rackets committee that expired 
March 31 did an excellent job of expos- 
ing graft, corruption, violence and rack- 
eteering in certain unions and instances 
of collusion with management. Its find- 
ings led to enactment of legislation de- 
signed to curb some of the evils that were 
brought to light. 


Evidence uncovered served as an eye- 
opener to the public as well as to some of 
the rank-and-file of labor. Somewhat of 
a bridle was placed over James Hoffa, 
head of the Teamsters, in the form of a 
board of monitors. 


But the disturbing thing is that so 
many of those involved in wrongdoing 
managed to escape even the slightest pun- 
ishment. Hoffa himself, despite the moni- 
tors, continues to wheel and deal in build- 
ing up an organization whose potential 
for disrupting the nation’s economy is 
powerful indeed. Nor has he rid his union 
of the gangster element. There is stil] 
evidence of threats and strong-arm tac- 
tics. 

Rackets hearings under the new setup 
are likely to begin this fall. We hope they 
result in placing behind bars those who 
belong to be there.

Ben-Gurion Criticism 


Is Termed Unfair 


Washington—My attention has 
be drawn to a letter from 
Jal Batal published in your 
March 31 issue. 

In this letter Batal not only 
takes out of context statements 
made and written by Prime Min- 
ister Ben-Gurion in 1951 but also 
completely perverts the meaning 
of those statements by using the 
subterfuge of suspension dots to 
make readers believe that the 
Israeli prime minister was mak- 
ing expansionist statements. 

Batal, who is listed as an of- 
ficial of the Arab Information Of- 
fice, is certainly aware that the 
article by Ben Gurion to which he 
refers was entitled ‘‘The Call of 
the Spirit. in Israel’’ and deals 
with the need to base the devel- 
opment of Israel on moral and 
scientific endeavors. His _state- 
ment that Israel. was established 
“in a part of our small country” 
is a factual remark, pointing out 
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Canute at least was reconciled to the inevitable. Our time’s historical 
tide is the move for self-respect and equal rights among non-white 


people. 

This expresses itself in our 
own country by the Negro strug- 
gle against segregation. It ex- 
presses itself elsewhere through 
independent states evolving from 
erstwhile colonies. Finally, from 
Algiers to Capetown, it expresses 
itself in violent aspirations for a 
new social order. 

This broad tide demanding ra- 
cial justice is in a way more 
significant than either the tide of 
communism or democracy be- 
cause both converge in its sup- 
port. Darker-skinned people com- 
prise the vast majority of living 
beings and they require equality 
under any political system. 

For ugly atavistic reasons race 
relationships are always difficult 
to adjust. We may thank our own 
fortune that American Negroes 
have shown such gentleness and 
good humor in pressing for their 
constitutional rights. They have 
not banded into _ strong-arm 
groups. Gandhi, if anyone, is 
their foreign prophet. 

In other lands and above all in 
the Union of South Africa, simi- 
lar broad objectives are sought 
more convulsively. Thanks to 


_ radio and modern propaganda 


methods, even ignorant tribes- 
men are learning the claims of 
human self-respect. 

When British India was gasp- 
ing to its end imperialist gener- 
als could still squash riots with 
the argument: ‘Whatever hap- 


pens, we have got the Maxim 
gun and they have not.”’ But that 
was a short-term argument. All 
India is free today. 

Political independence is only 
sometimes the issue. In our own 
Southern states and in South 
Africa the question is one of 
equal human rights. Yet the an- 
swer to this question cannot be 
found in repressive societies like 
our moribund Ku Klux Klan or 
the Secred Broederbond of the 
Boers. The age of the Maxim gun 
is over. World opinion is against 
oppression and time favors even- 
tual justice and majorities. 

History cannot forever be frus- 
trated and those who would do so 
court only violence and disaster, 
Apartheid, South Africa’s total 
form of segregation, is not only 
immoral but economically un- 
sound. It produces a state whose 
material health depends on regu- 
lated slavery and this is unwork- 
able today. Its logic leads in- 
eluctably to partition of the en- 
tire country with the colored peo- 
ple, some decades hence, sur- 
rounding a small white “Israel” 
and threatening to engulf it. 

Dams can be erected here and 
there to check the tide of prog- 
ress and for a while they may 
succeed. But ultimately they are 
doomed. The tides of history are 
immutable. It is too late to try 
and emulate Canute upon the 
angry wave-beat beach.

The point is that even a good 
man can become a betrayer of 
Christ. In fact, the next day 
when Jesus mentioned to the 12, 
“One of you shall betray me,” 
instead of pointing an accusing 
finger at each other, each asked, 
“Lord, is it I?”

21-22). Instead of pouring out de- 
nunciations of Judas, this Holy 
Week I should be asking ‘‘Have 
I betrayed Him?”’ 

Again, why did Judas do it? 
One reason was because he got 
too interested in money. As the 
treasurer of the group, he did the 
buying and he realized that with 
money one can satisfy his bodily 
needs. He gave to the needy and 
doubtless they thanked him pro- 
fusely. This ministered to Judas’ 
conceit and he realized that if

Eye West Virginia 


WASHINGTON—In the mythology of the pres- 
idential preference primary system, West Vir- 
ginia, though it has only eight electors and cast me 
less than one sixty-second part of the national voting total in 1956, is 


he had a lot of money he could 
win the praise and esteem of 
other people. He began to love 
money and no man can love 
money and God at the same time. 

Also, I think Judas was disap- 
pointed in Christ. He believed 
Christ had power but refused to 
use it. So he either turned against 
Him or sought to force the Lord's 
hand. Impatiently today men 
cry out, “‘Why doesn’t God do 
something?"’ People still turn 
away from God because His plan 
is different from what we would 
like. 

Perhaps another reason Judas 
betrayed Him is that his pride 
was wounded. Jesus never took 
Judas into the intimate circle 
with Peter, James and John. And 
there are still those who say, “If 
I can’t hold the chief position in 
the church I will have nothing 
to do with it.”~ Many people 
have turned away from Christ be- 
cause of pride. 

Whatever the reason, the awful 
fact is that one who knew Christ 
—lived, ate and slept with Him— 
betrayed Him. And a further 
awful fact is that it is possible 
for others to follow in Judas’ 
steps. Judas later realized that 
Christ was worth more than the 
30 pieces of silver. It is never a 
bargain to sell out Christ.

Wisconsin, a much larger state, 
betrayed the faith of the political 
augurs who had flocked there, as 
the ancient world to Delphi, for 
sure-fire portents. If West Virginia 
should fail them, the sorcerers 
will move on to another state in 
their effort eventually to prove 
that presidents are made at the 
half-dozen preference primaries. 


Having assumed the frustrating 
—except that is the well-paid-task 
of deciphering the unintelligible— 
the political pollsters and prophets 
should be greatly encouraged by 
aspects of West Virginia that es- 
pecially invite its recognition’ as 
the cradle of omens. 

In the West Virginia primary 
Sens. Kennedy of Massachusetts 
and Humphrey of Minnesota, each 
a Pyrrhic victor of the Wisconsin 
primary, will meet once more. 
And in West Virginia there is a 
Barbour County of which the seat 
is Philippi. Let the scoffers scoff 
and the spurners spurn, yet never- 
theless two others great in history 
and the greater ghost of a third 
met at another Philippi and a 
contest for world power was set- 
tled there. 


The two were Brutus and Mark 
Antony, the year was 42 B.C., 
the stake was the dominion of 
the late Julius Caesar over the 
world ruled by Rome. Before the 
battle, the ghost of Caesar (ac- 
cording to Shakespeare), ap- 
peared in the tent of Brutus to 
tell him “Thou shalt see me 


again at Philippi.’ And the spec- 
tre guided Antony to a victory 
over Brutus there of which there 
was no mistaking. 

Simply change the names of 
Kennedy and Humphrey, cast 
Stevenson as the omnipotent ghost 
and you have the makings in 
West Virginia of an omen which 
should attract almost as many 
political observers to this primary 
as flocked into Wisconsin and left 
it in dismal dubiety. 

In common with the laws of 
other states holding presidential 
preference primaries, West Vir- 
ginia provides that delegates to 
the national party conventions 
shall be chosen by the voters in 
this poll. 

But under the West Virginia 
primary statute, no elected dele- 
gate is required to vote at the 
national convention for the presi- 
dential aspirant who has won a 
preferential majority either in the 
state at large or in the district of 
the delegate. So even if the West 
Virginia Democrats produce a 
full-fledged omen that Kennedy 
or Humphrey is marked for high 
destiny or an evil portent for 
Nixon is read into a meager Re- 
publican turnout, both sets of 
convention delegates can say “to 
hell with it” and proceed ac- 
cordingly. 

But none of this will divert the 
pilgrims of the press and the 
augurs of the sample polls from 
West Virginia.

4 Million 


In Storms

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
worst March storms in two dec- 
ades sent unemployment soaring 
beyond the four million mark last 
month. Employment declined 
substantially. 


The Labor department §an- 
nouncing the figures Tuesday, 
predicted a sharp rebound in the 
job situation in April. 


Seymour Wolfbein, department 
manpower. chief, said better April 
weather promises improvement. 


BIGGEST SINCE WW II 


Employment declined by 253,000 
in March, totaling 64,267,000 com- 
pared with 64,520,000 in February. 
Normally employment increases 
by about 450,000 during that pe- 
riod. This means there were 700,- 
000 fewer jobs than expected. 


Unemployment rose by 275,000— 
biggest March increase since 
World War II. The idle total was 
4,206,000 compared with 31,931,000 
in February. A decline of 180,000 
had been expected. 


On-a seasonably adjusted basis, 
the figures showed 94.6 per cent 
of the work force had jobs and 
5.4 per cent couldn't find work. 


FARMS HARD HIT 


In March 1923, the percentage of 
e work force employed was 97.4. 
It was 95.8 in March 1956; 93.2 in 
March 1958; $4.3 in March 1959. 


Employment in_ construction, 
trade and agriculture, usually on 
an uptrend in March, dropped un- 
der the impact of the worst mid- 
March weather recorded by the 
Weather Bureau since 1941. 


Farm employment, lower by 
650,000 this March than a year 
ago, totaled 4,565,000. This was 
probably the lowest figure for any 
month since the turn of the cen- 
tury. Farm employment is contin- 
uing to decrease anyway, because 
of changes in technology and oth. 
er factors. 


Officials said one indication of 
the weather’s impact was an in- 
crease of about one million in the 
number of fulltime workers who 
stayed out for periods during 
March. The total increased to 2,- 
200,000.

The peach is growing 
and pushing off the rest of the 
old bloom—that’s what we call 
the shuck.” 


Georgia harvested no peaches 
at all in 1955, Riggins recalled, be- 
cause “‘the peaches bloomed out 
early and on March 27 we had a 
freeze that dropped the tempera- 
ture down to about 16.” 


“The peaches were already out 
of the shuck stage,” he said, and 
hence were unable to survive the 
late-winter freeze. 


Although Georgia ranks third 
(behind California and South Caro- 
lina) in annual'peach production, 
the state economy still enjoys—in 
a good year—an estimated $15-to- 
$20 million from all phases of the 
peach harvest. 


A recent Georgia Experiment 
Station report noted that the value 
of peach sales for the past 35 
years has been about 35 per cent 
of the total cash receipts for Geor- 
gia crops. 


Dyer estimated that the first 
shipment of Georgia peaches this 
year will reach market ‘‘probably 
in late May.”’ 


Riggins, a commercial peach- 
grower for 10 years, believes the 
quality of Georgia peaches ‘‘has 
been improving”’ and that growers 
are becoming ‘“‘more concerned 
with producing a larger peach.” 


At one time or another, some 
2,181 different varieties: of the 
peach have been described — but 
the most important commercial 
varieties number only about 25. 
In Georgia, they range from the 
early-maturing Cardinal and Dixie 
Red, through the “‘middle stage’’

The fighting, kicking Jennings, 
a young “tough” with a duck- 
tailed haircut, was pummeled by 
the troopers and forced into the 


car after a brief but furious 
struggle on the street.

shouted above the din of scream- 
ing sirens of fire trucks which 
turned on fire hoses to force back 
the mob of curious which gath- 
ered nearby to watch the grim 
slege. 


His cries were for Blaine Huff, 
a cousin of Jennings’ teen-age 
wife, and one of the several men 
who talked in vain during the day 
trying to get him to surrender. 


ASKS SCREEN TEST 


He reneged on a promise earli- 
er Tuesday night to come out on 
condition he be sent to a state 
mental hospital, then demanded 
a Hollywood screen test and 
some cheeseburgers.

Jennings, a wiry, unemployed 
mill hand, began the vengeful 
siege late Monday apparently in 
retaliation against marital trou- 
bles with his 17-year - old wife, 
Sandra. He blamed her, and her 


father, C. W. Butts, for his trou- 
bles — including an appearance 
in court Monday. He broke away 
after he was bound over on a 
charge of stealing his father-in- 
law’s car. He barricaded him- 
self in the Butts’ home with the 
little girl and a small arsenal 
of weapons and ammunition. He 
vowed to “die young and go out 
with a big blast.’’

$108,000 
Voted for 
Park Work 


Allocation of $108,000 from the 


park improvement fund for de- 
velopment and expansion of five 
projects was approved Tuesday 
by the aldermanic board's parks 
committee. 


Alderman Charlie Leftwich, 
committee chairman, said the 
allocation is subject to ratifica- 
tion by the Citizens’ Advisory 
Committee for parks develop- 
ment.

Deputy Police Chief Thad 
Brown said Stanciu’s head wound 
was not a contact wound, indi- 
cating the muzzle was several 
inches away when the shot was 
fired. 


“Ordinarily,” he added, ‘‘in sui- 
cide cases, a person puts the muz- 
zle to his temple and fires. Miss 
Aadland’s story just didn’t jibe 
with the physical evidence.” 


Stanciu died early Sunday in the 
General Hospital prison ward. He 
had been booked on suspicion of 
rape. Police at first listed his 
death as suicide. 


His brother, Kenneth, 22, and 
his mother, Florence Stanciu, bit- 
terly denied from the start that 
Stanciu took his own life or that 
he raped Beverly, a night club 
entertainer. They said Beverly 
and Stanciu had been going to- 
gether for six weeks and Beverly 
wanted to marry him. 

SON’S NAME 

Told that Beverly had admit- 
ted portions of her account were 
false, Mrs. Stanciu said: ‘‘] knew 
it . . . Beverly's story was all 
lies. I'm so glad my son’s name 
has been cleared. If you only 
knew how much I loved my 
boys...”” 


Beverly is being held in Juve- 
nile Hall under a law permitting 
detention in cases where there is 
a lack of adequate parental su- 
pervision. She faces a hearing 
Wednesday to determine if she 
has adequate supervision. News- 
men have not been permitted to 
contact her.

U.S. Hunts 
For Life 
On Planets 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—The Na- 
tional Science Foundation an- 
nounced Tuesday that it has 
launched mankind's first system- 
atic search for radio signals from 
intelligent beings on the planets 
of other suns. 


The search was started Monday 
night at the National Radio As- 
tronomy Observatory at Green 
Bank, W. Va. An 85-foot radio 
telescope in the remote West Vir- 
ginia mountains will conduct the 
search for six hours a day. 


The undertaking is known as 
Project Ozma. It was named after 
the queen of the fabulous land of 
Oz, “‘a place very far away, dif- 
ficult to reach, and populated by 
strange and exotic beings.”’ 


The telescope will focus on two 
nearby stars ‘that might have 
planets susceptible of sustaining 
life.’” They are Tau Ceta and Ep- 
silon Eridani, both about 11 light 
years, or 66 million million miles, 
away. 


The scientists are looking for 
signals that are not of natural ori- 
gin. They expect any such to be 
“simple and of some universal 
recognizability” such as uniform- 
ly patterned impulses or a series 
of prime numbers, that is num- 
bers divisible only by themselves. 


The experiment is based on the 
premise that millions of planets 
as hospitable to life as earth must 
exist elsewhere in the universe. It 
also is based on the hope that 
such beings would try to commu- 
nicate with other planets. 


The Green Bank telescope, un- 
der the direction of Dr. Frank D. 
Drake, will receive on a fre- 
quency of 1,420 megacycles. This 
is the frequency of interstellar hy- 
drogen and the one believed most 
likely to be chosen “‘by beings on 
one planet trying to send signals 
to another planet.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Senate 
Republican leader Dirksen of 
Illinois Tuesday angrily accused 
Sen. Kefauver (D-Tenn) of head- 
line hunting and vowed to block 
Kefauver’s hearings on drug 
prices wherever possible. 


Dirksen told Kefauver that he 
would invoke Senate rules to 
block . hearings by Kefauver’s 
anti-monopoly subcommittee while 
the Senate is in session. The Seun- 
ate is in recess until Thursdey, 
however, and Kefauver promptly 
scheduled an afternoon session. 


Dirksen clashed with Kefauver 
as Dr. William Bean of the Iowa 
State Medical School told the sub- | 


panies are trying to make huge 
profits ‘‘with the quick pill.” 


HRUSKA AGREES 


Bean said he was deeply con- 
cerned about firms which, he 
said, do not use “‘scrupulous cau- 
tion” in releasing new drugs to 
the public. 


Dirksen told Kefauver he was 
not going to sit idly by and watch 
‘fa whole industry be indicted by 
a Senate subcommittee.”’ He pre- 
viously had protested that Kefau- 
ver summoned only witnesses an- 
tagonistic to the drug companies. 


Dirksen said in his latest de- 
nunciation that the inquiry was 
‘calculated to make headlines.” 


Sen Hruska (R-Neb), another 
subcommittee member, agreed. 
He called the investigation a “‘self- 
serving inquisition.” 
CHALLENGES GROUP 

Kefauver promptly challenged 
the Republicans to cite any “‘mis- 
representations or, untruths” dur- 
ing the hearings. The Republicans 
replied that they Would do this 
in the final subcommittee report. 


But Dirksen said that he and 
Hruska would not “‘sit like frogs 
on a long’’ while’ sensational 
charges were levelled against the 
industry. 


Kefauver replied heatedly that 
he intended to pursue the investi- 
gation and “let the chips fall 
where they may.” 


“So long as I am chairman,” 
Kefauver added, “‘there is not go- 
ing to be a whitewash of any- 
thing.”’ 


Kefauver was defended by Sen. 
Carroll (D-Colo) who called the 
GOP protests a “‘side-winding po- 
litical attack against one of the 
hottest committees of Congress.” 
He said GOP members voiced 
similar complaints during investi- 
gation of the auto and steel in- 
dustries.

Although we do not find it prac- 
tical to assign point count values 
to intermediate cards, there can 
be little doubt as to their im- 
portance. Today we place on 
record a case where a lowly 
three-spot took on a decisive role 
in deciding the fate of a game 
contract. 


North and South reached a 
sound four heart bid. After South’s 
one heart response received a di- 
rect raise, he had the values to 
try for game but, because of the 
evenly balanced nature of his hold- 


ing, he tested first with a bid 
of two no trump. North preferred 
the suit contract and, since his 
raise was on the maximum side, 
he went directly to four hearts. 


The ten of spades. was opened 


and taken by dummy’s ace. A|~ 


heart was led to the king and 
the jack was finessed on the re- 
turn. East won with the queen, 
cashed the king of spades and the 
shifted to the jack of diamonds. 
This was covered by the queen 
and ace and, as West continued 
with the four of diamonds, East 
played the nine-to force out de- 
clarer’s king. 


Declarer ruffed his small spade 
in dummy, cashed the ace of 
hearts, drawing trump, and re- 
turned to his hand with the ace 
of clubs. He now played his last 
trump and West discarded the 
seemingly worthless three of dia- 
monds, presumably to give his 
partner a count in that suit, As 
became apparent shortly this was 
the most important card remain- 
ing in his hand.

54 Pct. Through 
At 97 Million 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—The Cen- 
sus Bureau announced Tuesday it 
has counted more than 97 mil- 
lion Americans since April 1— 
about 54 per cent of the estimated 
population of 180 million, 


A bureau spokesman said these 
figures, complete through Satur- 
day, show the count is well ahead 
of the 1950 census. 


Ten years ago, the government 
had enumerated only 67 million 
out of the 151 million Americans 
during the corresponding period. 
This represented 45 per cent of 
the population in 1950. 


A Census Bureau spokesman 
said 14,098 of 160,000 enumerators 
have finished their assignments. 
The entire count should be fin- 
ished early next week, he said.

The damage is from the infec- 
tion, not from sulfa drugs used 
to combat the infection, or aspirin 
used to combat inflammation. 


Modern sulfa drugs are an ac- 
cepted and valuable treatment for 
strep infections, and 7 throat 
is common. 


It is true that some of the early 
forms of sulfa had their prob- 
lems, and we had to be cautious 
in using them, but even then 
heart damage was not one of 
their faults. 


The early drugs of the sulfa 
variety sometimes depressed the 
blood count, sometimes caused 
rashes, sometimes contributed to 
crystals or ‘‘stones’’ forming in 
the kidneys. 


Today these complications are 
virtually nonexistent. 


As for aspirin, it continues to 
be an excellent drug for relief 
of pain and in treating rheumatic 
infections and the aches that go 
with them. 


It is true that some individuals 
may suffer from rashes or from 
upset stomachs if they take some 
quantity of aspirin, and there may 
even be bleeding. 


Some of these side effects, par- 
ticularly the bleeding and stomach 
irritation, can be avoided by tak- 
ing the drug with food or milk, or 
combined with au alkali, so with 
proper handling results are en- 
tirely satisfactory. 


A resulting a either from 
sulfa or from aspirin, is largely 
limited to people who are par- 
ticularly sensitive, or allergic, to 
the drugs. In such cases, the best 
I can say is to do what other 
allergy sufferers must do in re- 
gard to so many foods or other 


materials: avoid them and sub- 
stitute something else.

Upheld 


The convictions of two white 
men on charges of raping a 14- 


year-old Negro girl were upheld 
by the Georgia Supreme Court 
Tuesday. 


The high court rejected all ar- 
guments offered by the defend- 
ants, Pete Coleman, 40, and Mar- 
ion Buford Hooks, 20. 


GOT 3-8 YEARS 


Hooks received a 3-8 year sen- 
tence by a Washington County 
jury for his part in the rape. 


Coleman, who previously had 
been convicted of the murder of 
Miss Bertha Mehrtens and of as- 
sault with the intent to kill an- 
other 14-year-old Negro girl, was 
given 20 years. 


In another decision, the Su- 
preme Court reversed a Dough- 
erty Superior Court ruling and 
upheld the constitutionality of a 
law which says the state may 
not be sued for damages in con- 
nection with construction of state- 
aid highways until construction is 
finished. 


ALBANY SUIT 


The suit was brought in “Albany 
by. L. S. McClain, Mrs. Betty 
Watson Free and Mrs. Martha 
Oakes. 


They alleged that a road con- 
necting U.S. 82 with U.S. 19 had 
cut off their access to the two 
highways. 


Dougherty Superior Court held 
the law barring them from suing 
for damages to be wunconstitu- 
tional, but was reversed by the 
Supreme Court. 


Chief Justice W. H. Duckworth 
discussed, and Justice J. W. Haw- 
kins in a special concurrence in- 
dicated he thought the law would 
be unconstitutional in certain ap- 
plications.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Rep. 
Hoffman (R-Mich) said Tuesday 
he will vote for the civil rights 
bill when it returns to the House 
because the Senate removed “‘un- 
sound provisions.”

Independence and Sense of Humor 


By BARBARA BRIGHT 
Marshall Ratliff is a cheerful, 
mischievous, alternately rowdy 
and quiet, sometimes angry > 
year-old boy. He is also blind. 


The son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Joseph Ratliff, Marshall is en- 
joying an ordinary childhood 
through the extra efforts of his 
parents, and the sensible posi- 
tive attitude they have devel- 
oped toward his blindness. 


It was not always so. When 
his parents first learned of Mar- 
shall’s blindness (through atro- 
phy of his optic nerves), they 
lost all hope. With time, and 
the help of the Foundation for 
Visually Handicapped Children, 
Inc., the parents learned to ac- 
cept and appreciate Marshall's 
problems, and his capabilities. 


NORMAL BOY 


Marshall’s sister Diane, who 
is 13, has been important in the 
family’s treatment of him as a 
normal boy, his mother said. 
“Since Diane was too young to 
realize the frightening aspects 
of blindness, she has treated 
him just as a little brother all 
the time.” 


Mrs. Ratliff commented that 
Diane was instrumental also in 
the family’s decision to ‘“‘go all 
out”’ in training Marshall, not 
to put off things like teaching 
him to dress himself until they 
were sure he was ready for :t. 


Foundation Otters 


The foundation that provided 
advice, a patient ear, and “a 
shoulder to cry on’’ to the Joseph 
Ratliff family has been offering 
counsel to parents of blind chil- 
dren since 1954. f 


The Foundation for Visually 
Handicapped Children, Inc., 
was formed when an Atlanta 
group, themselves the parents 
of blind children, realized the 
need for a counseling agency to 
reach the parents of blind chil- 
dren in the preschool years. 


Most of these children were 
victims of too much oxygen 
administered for premature 
births. The peak year for in- 
fants blinded by excessive oxy- 
gen was 1953; after that, the 
medical profession discovered 
means of preventing loss of eye- 
sight for premature babies. 


REACH PARENTS 

Mrs. Mary W. Marsh, execu- 
tive director, and Mrs. Mabel 
Stephens, consultant for north 
Georgia, attempt to reach the 
parents as soon as possible 
after a blind child is born.

“Our biggest problem is that 
parents feel depressed and in- 
capable of handling the rear- 
ing of a blind child. Counter- 
acting the emotional effect of 
despair and inadequacy is ex- 
tremely important,’’ Mrs. Marsh 
said. 


By acquainting the parents 
with agencies in their area who 
can help them and by putting 
the parents in touch with other 
parents who share their prob- 
lems, the foundation helps the 
parents to overcome their initial 
fears. 


SOMETHING POSITIVE 


“If parents feel they can do 
something positive, this helps 
them to overcome their grief,” 
Mrs. Marsh observed. 


Many people do not realize 
the opportunities available for 
blind persons, Mrs. Marsh 
pointed out, and consequently 
some parents overshelter blind 
children and prevent their be- 
coming useful adults. 


She told of one mother who 
had forced her child into help- 
lessness because she did not 
realize her love and care for 
her blind child was misdirected. 


“The child reminded you of an 
overstuffed robin; he just sat 
and demanded, and whatever he 
asked for, his mother did. He 
even made his mother get up 
in the middle of the night to fix 
him some cornbread,” Mrs. 
Marsh said. 


Through counseling with the 
parents, the foundation agents 
try to create as normal as pos- 
sible a life for blind children. 
Blind children of preschool age 
are now accepted in 30 kinder- 


gartens and nurseries in the 


state; Atlanta has a _ public 
school program for the educa- 
tion of the blind, and Albany 


Advice 


And Shoulder to Cry On 


and Savannah are attempting to 
develop a similar program. 


The foundation urges parents 
of blind children to visit both 
the Georgia Academy for the 
Blind and public school educa- 
tion programs, so they can de- 
cide which type of education 
they prefer for their child. 


By talking with other parents 
of blind children, the parents 
have an opportunity to exchange 
ideas about the progress of their 
prechool children. 


“Avoiding anything that is 
connected with sight is taboo,” 
Mrs. Marsh emphasized. ‘One 
family’s favorite game is ‘I spy’ 
and the blind child gets as much 
enjoyment out of it as their 
sighted children. The child 
‘spies’ an article that she knows 
in her toybox, and the sighted 
children have to think what it 
is by the clues she gives them.” 


HEARING AND FEELING 


Blind children learn through 
hearing and feeling, Mrs. 
Marsh explained. It is up to the 
parents, she said, to create mo- 
tivation for the child for an ac- 
tion like crawling. 


“A sighted child will see an 
object across the room, and 
crawl to get it. The blind child 
must be motivated by his moth- 
er or father.” 


Passivity in a baby, particu- 
larly a blind child, is not a good 
trait, Mrs. Marsh pointed out. A 


blind child must be within the 


sound of normal voices and 
“have a reason to reach out” 


or his development can actually 


be retarded within the first year. 


The importance of parents’ 
adopting a positive attitude to- 
ward the rearing of blind chil- 
dren is the foundation's princi- 


pal message. -

If you’re in the dark about 
some problems pertaining to 
sewing, whether it be the dif- 
ference in various fabrics or 
how to do a certain switch, 
don’t keep it to yourself. Ask! 


I’m new at sewing and some 
of the terms used on pattern 
instruction sheets are foreign 
to me. For instance, what is 
meant by slip stitch? 


When you slip a stitch, your 
stitches are completely con- 
cealed between the fold of the 
fabric. For example, if you are 
told to slip stitch a folded edge, 
fold the edges towards each 
other, then hold the fabric with 
your left forefinger between the 
fold. Now, slip the needle in one 
fold first and then in the other 
(see illustration). 


Can you tell me the differ- 
ence between woven and non- 
woven interfacing and when 
to use which? 


Woven interfacing is a woven 
fabric with crosswise and length- 
wise grain. It should be cut as 
you do all other fabrics follow- 
ing your straight of grain line 
on the pattern piece. Nonwov- 
en interfacing is made of fibers 
pressed together and is very 
much like felt in that it has no 
grain. This can be cut in any 
direction without any attention 
to grain line.

Geniuslike Artist Has World 
Against Him, Says. Dunchamp 


By BARBARA BRIGHT 
The artist who wants to be a 
genius has the world against 
him today, says Marcel Du- 
champ, one of the fathers of 
modern art whose ‘“‘Nude De- 


scending a Staircase’ shocked 
the world in 1913. 


‘*The priest-like life of an ar- 
tist was easier 100 years ago,” 
Mr. Duchamp said. ‘‘Then you 
didn’t have to eat .. . but no one 
has the right to be Bohemian 
today because people won't let 
you.” 

Though an artistic profession 
for the dedicated genius _ is 
harder today, making a living 
through art is easier, he contin- 


‘““There are many more oppor- 
tunities in the field of decorat- 
ing and applied arts now than 
there have been in the past,” 
Mr. Duchamp said. 

GREAT RISK 

His advice to young artists, 
then, is to first decide ‘‘whether 
you want to make a living or be 
a genius."’ For the genius, how- 
ever, art is a ‘‘great risk,” he 
pointed out. Being recognized 
takes time, and the artist has to 
have a side occupation to keep 
alive. And “you often have to 
be dead to be called a genius,” 
he said succinctly. 


Mr. Duchamp, who was born 
in Blainville, France, now lives 
in New York City. His famous 
“Nude” and 35 of his other 
works are owned by the Phila- 
del Museum of Art. His works 
are also exhibited in the Mu- 
seum of Modern Art in New 
York.

the noted artist said painters to- 
day are not as inventive .as 
sculptors. 


“This is not a _ productive 
period in art. There is no new 
movement, just a repetition and 
rehashing of the ideas that 
were established in the early 
1900s,"" Mr. Duchamp said. 


Sculptors currently are more 
inventive than painters because 
they are making use of new 
materials, he explained. The 
time may come when a new 
view will be established, when 
oil paint will not be the only 
way for producing art, he said. 


Praising regional art centers 
such as Atlanta, Mr. Duchamp 
said they are justified “if one 
painter who is a genius comes 
out in five years.”” The Mead 
Packaging exhibit, and others 
like it, he deemed worthwhile 
if ‘‘after seeing miles of paint- 
ings by amateurs, one painting 
in a thousand is really good.”’ 


The two other judges, Dr. 
Russell Plimpton, director of 
the Society of the Four Arts, 
Palm Beach, Fla., and Dr. Wil- 
liam M. Milliken, director emer- 
itus of the Cleveland Museum 
of Art, agreed with Mr. Du- 
champ that artists of the South- 
east can no longer be recog- 
nized by regional differences in 
their paintings. 


MOBILE ARTIST 


‘Today's artist is as mobile 
as any other professional man,”’ 
Dr. Plimpton commented. In- 
tercommunication between geo- 
graphical areas in the modern 
era has done away with re- 
gional influences’ in painting, 
Dr. Milliken pointed out. 


The three judges, who stud- 
ied the 900 entries for the ex- 
hibition, marking some with a 
“perhaps,” others a “perhaps 
maybe,” and some ‘“‘definitely 
in’ or “definitely out,” said 
more abstracts were entered in 
the competition than any other 
type of painting. ‘‘And the ab- 
stracts seem strongest,’ Dr. 
Milliken said. 


Judging of the entries, more 
this year than ever before in 
the six-year history of the 
Mead _ exhibition, took place 


Monday and Tuesday. Some 75 
paintings have been chosen for 
exhibit at the Atlanta Art Assn. 
here April 24 through May 8.

In Public Housing, Ellis Says 


Theer are 1,672 Fulton County 
welfare recipients housed in low- 


rent public housing units in the 
Atlanta area, the county welfare 


| board was told Tuesday. 


Welfare administrator Wellborn 
R. Ellis disclosed the figures in 
a report to the board. Board 
chairman R. E. Dorough and 
other board members previously 
had stated they felt welfare 
clients should have ‘‘priority’’ to 
low-rent housing. 


Ellis said that of the 1,672 re- 
cipients in 12 housing projects 
with 7,500 units in this area, 554 
are cases involving aid to de- 
pendent children. 


The cases involve about 2.600 
persons, Ellis said. 


Dorough said the maximum 
rental allotment from the Welfare 
department is $30 per month, and 
this much only for family units 
of more than two persons. 


However, Dorough and Ellis 
said many recipients pay rents 
of $50 per month for slum quar- 
ters, and some pay as high as 
$75. They said this means clients 
have to use some of their food and 
clothing allotment money to pay 
rent. 


Board member Carl Plunkett 
again raised the question of what 
housing projects are for. Aren’t 
they built, he asked, to take care 
of families such as welfare clients 
who are not financially able to 
pay high rents. 


Board member Mrs. A. C. Mc- 
Lucas pointed out that Atlanta 
Housing Authority officials have 
said it would not be economically 


feasible to turn over all housing 


units to welfare cases. 


Ellis’ report on clients in hous- 
ing units showed they involve 681 
cases of old-age assistance, 56 
cases of aid to the blind, 554 of
